Ceres will be there in atten- 
dance on Monday, waiting for 
Izzicupo at Mile 25, just over 
the bridge at Kenmore Square 
with several posters she 
made, Ceres will be joined by 
her family, her friends and 
supporters of the teacher, 
who is taking on the 26.2-mile 
journey for the first time, 
after not being involved in a 
competitive sport since play- 
ing four years of field hockey 
at both the high school and 
college level. 

“She'll be there waiting for 
me, even if it takes me five 
hours,” said Izzicupo, before 
Ceres added, “But that’s OK.” 

Izzicupo grew up in 
Stoneham along with her two 
sisters - including Christina, 
who was an all-everything 
track-and-field competitor at 
Stoneham High School and is 
now competing for 
Northeastern University.

did carry on as she got older. 
Lauren played field hockey at 
SHS, and for four years in col- 
lege. She became a teacher 
five years ago, and also spent 
two years as the Stoneham 
High School varsity field 
hockey coach.

During the past few years, 
Izzicupo has tinkered with the 
thoughts of running her first 
Boston Marathon, but now it 
has all come to fruition. 

“I started thinking about 
running the marathon for a 
while now, and I'm getting 
married this year, so I’m run- 
ning in memory of my moth- 
er and that was the main 
focus,” she said. “Then when 
I heard that Dana Farber did 
a partner program, I auto- 
matically thought of Emma, 
so I wanted to be involved 
with that, with her and in 
memory of my mother.” 

Izzicupo didn’t know much 
about Ceres when she was 
diagnosed with Hodgkin's 
Lymphoma. But ever since a 
specific school event, that all 

ed. 

“I first knew about Emma 
when Dana Farber came and 
did a presentation for all of 
the students here at the 
school just to inform them of 
what type of cancer she had,” 
said Izzicupo. “She was in 
sixth grade then and when 
they were here, that’s when I 
found out that I would be able 
to do the partner program. 
Unfortunately I’ve never had 
Emma in class. I’ve heard 
wonderful things about her. 
She’s a straight-A student. I 
really do wish I had her as a 
student, but I feel as if I real- 
ly know her very well through 
Dana Farber, and through the 
few events we have done 

Ceres was diagnosed on 
Valentine’s Day of 2009 and 
went through the chemother- 
apy and radiation treatments. 
During all of that time, she 
didn’t miss a beat with her 
schoolwork. 

“I got straight A’s last year 
while going through chemo 
and radiation and all of that 
stuff,” said Ceres. “I don’t 
know (how I did it) - I just 
took (my sickness) out on my 
schoolwork.” 

Added Izzicupo, “Emma 
missed a lot of school during 
sixth grade and work was 
sent home a lot. But I remem- 
ber Miss Farulla would tell 
me a lot about her. This year 
(Emma and I have) become a 
lot closer (especially) with 
the marathon.” 

Missing all of that school- 
work, and all that time with 
her friends and her teachers, 
was very difficult for Emma. 
Add to that, trying to keep up 
with her schoolwork, all while 
going. through the physical 
and emotional aspects of 
being just 12-years old with 
cancer, certainly added to 
that misery. 

“It was rough,” she said. “(I 
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did) 13 weeks of chemo and 17 
radiation treatments, and it 
was rough but a lot of people 
helped out. I just got tired all 
of the time. Just the whole 
physical and emotional part 
of it was kind of draining.” 

But when asked what was 
the toughest part of it all, 
Ceres smiled ahd said, “My 
hair, losing my hair. That was 
the toughest part.” 

Since being in remission in 
July, Ceres’ life has slowly 
gotten back to what a normal 
middle school student's life 


a talented artist, and she is 
an older sister to her 10-year- 
old brother Brendan. In fact, 
after going into remission, 
she enjoyed two vacation 


incredible with her,” 
Izzicupo. “She actually just 
came back from winning a 
trip to see the Red Sox play in 
spring training, and through 
the Make-A-Wish Foundation, 
they were able to send Emma 
and her family to Disney 
World, so they have been so 
incredible to her.” 

Certainly Izzicupo has been 
wonderful to Emma and her 
family as well. In order for 
Izzicupo to run on Monday, 
she had to raise at least 
$3,250. Behind strong efforts 
from the two of them, they 
raised nearly double the goal. 

“My personal goal was to 
raise $5,000 and we just hit 
that last week, so we are real- 
ly excited about that, but we 
are still welcoming any dona- 
tions,” Izzicupo said. “Every 
year it’s incredible what the 
Dana Farber (Institute) has 
done. Every year they raise 
the bar and hopefully with 
everyone pulling all of our 
money together we can defi- 
nitely get there (and help the 
cure for cancer as) the 
research and everything has 
been absolutely wonderful. 
Emma is proo’ of all of that.” 

Izzicupo originally signed 
up for the Marathon in 
December, and since then she 
has done two road races; a 5K 
in Andover and a_ half 
marathon in Hyannis. She has 
also joined a team of 500 
other runners from Dana 
Farber, who get together for 
long runs on the weekend, 
and track workouts on 
Tuesday nights, Just a few 
weeks ago, the team ran the 
first 21 miles of the Boston 
Marathon route, and Izzicupo 
feels as if she is ready for the 
Heart Break Hill, and the 
entire 26.2 miles come 
Patriots Day morning. 

“Honestly, every long run I 
always think of my mother 
and Emma - if they could do 
it, so can I,” she said. “If 
Emma can fight through 
what she did, so can I.”

ANDOVER - If the recent 
March flooding did more 
damage to your personal or 
business property than your 
insurance will cover, or if you 
had no insurance at all, don't 
panic; you may be eligible for 
a variety of state and federal 
disaster aid programs. 

As recovery efforts contin- 
ue, many residents in the 
seven disaster-declared coun- 
ties are discovering that the 
cost of cleanup and repair 
may be more than they origi- 
nally estimated. Insurance 
settlements may not cover all 
the repair costs or provide for 
damaged contents, and home- 
owners insurance doesn't 
cover floods.

ment of a major long term 
town asset,” added Benton. 
Wilmington High School 
was one of 14 projects invited 
to the feasibility study phase 
in September 2009 by the 


Massachusetts School 
Building Authority. The 
MSBA will reimburse 48.57 
percent of the cost of the 


study, if passed, which will be 
paid to the town as the funds 
are expended. 

Benton took pains to clarify 
that voting to fund the study 
al Town Meeting May 1 is not 
a vote to build a new high 


school Town Manager 
Michael Caira further clari- 
fied that passage of the mea- 


sure will not increase taxes, 
but will be paid either out of 
the operating budget or 
through a borrowing. 

The feasibility study, with 
an estimated $1.2 million 
price tag, would hire an 
owner’s project manager to 
guide the work, establish a 
building committee, which in 
Wilmington would have 
School Committee members 
join the existing building 
committee, decide the best 
way to proceed with the build- 
ing, up to and including the 
schematic design. 

If the measure fails at Town 
Meeting, Wilmington will 
have to start over and resub- 
mit its application, going to 
the end of the line behind 932 
other communities with 
school building projects. 

Benton talked about why the 
town needs to address the 
high school building, explain- 
ing a multitude of challenges 
posed by the current building 
with a tremendous level of 
detail. 

The current curriculum is 
significantly impacted by the 
mid-20th century design with 
history, language arts, math, 
and foreign language forming 
the core. Conversely, modern 
instructional models are 
formed through new applica- 
tions such as business, tech- 
nology, arts, as well as a pre- 
ponderance of legal man- 
dates, 

Education mandates, often 


underfunded and unfunded, 
have changed the delivery of 
instruction in schools over 
the last two decades - requir- 
img lower class sizes, more 
space to deliver instruction, 
high stakes testing, gender 
equality for athletics and 
activities, increased technolo- 
gy, and more. The current 
high school building does not 
possess the number and type 
of spaces for 2ist century 
instruction, Benton 
explained. 

As it stands the auditorium 
is dramatically undersized 
and cannot accommodate the 
130-student band, the 140 
string orchestra, and the 
more than 400 students in the 
performance and visual arts. 
Further, offices have been 
turned into small classrooms, 
and there are ventilation 
problems, roof leaks, a short- 
age of classrooms for teach- 
ers, and a nurses’ office with- 
out enough workspace and 
privacy. Benton also wants to 
create in-district special edu- 
cation programs, that could 
reduce the cost of expensive 
outplacements, but there is 
not currently adequate space. 

Whatever course of action 
the feasibility study deter- 
mines, funding reimburse- 
ment from the state is guar- 
anteed to be at least fifty per- 
cent with additional points 
available for “green” initia- 
tives incorporated into the 
design. The town was com- 
mended by the MSBA for the 
maintenance of the current 
high school, which will also 
bring in reimbursement 
points for the district. 

The feasibility study takes 
an estimated nine months to 
complete, and a compensa- 
tion rate will be determined 
before town meeting will be 
asked to approve any future 
plans. 


Senior Tax Relief 


At a previous selectmen 
meeting, Selectman 
Raymond Lepore proposed an 
initiative for tax relief for 
seniors citizens that drew 
criticism from other mem- 
bers, but also a promise that

the town assessor would 
review the proposal. Monday 
night the members discussed 
the Assessor's findings. 

In the memorandum’s nar- 
rative, Principal Assessor 
Humphrey “Skip” Moynihan 
wrote, “Although I believe our 
analysis is thorough and pre- 
cise, it occurs to me that the 
entire proposal, which we 
reviewed, may not be in con- 
cert with Massachusetts 
General Laws. I know of no 
other proposal of this kind 
that has passed legislative 
scrutiny. Furthermore, I 
believe the Department of 
Revenue would not allow the 
implementation of such a fis- 
cally broad amendment to 
existing tax law.” 

Moynihan recommended 
sending the proposal to Town 
Counsel for review and opin- 
ion, and as Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, Michael 
Newhouse said, “ that is our 
next, best step,” 

In the analysis, conservative 
figures show that the town 
would lose an estimated $1.3 
million of revenue annually if 
the plan were administered 
as Lepore proposed. 

Moynihan studied the four 
major components of the pro- 
posal: age, ownership, income 
and whole estate. The age 
portion calls for an increase 
in exemption amounts as 
homeowners age so that those 
age 65-75 would see a $150,000 
exemption in property value 
with an increase of $190,000 
for ages 76-80, and a final 
increase to $200,000 for ages 
81 and over. 

Income limits would be 
$49,000 annually for a single 
homeowner, or $55,000 for a 
jointly owned or married cou- 
ple. 

The benefit would not be 
available to those with net 
assets, not including the sub- 
ject real estate, of $160,000. 

The town’s current popula- 
tion of residents over the age 
of 65 is 2,946. Moynihan 
removed from that figure 
those who are nursing home 
residents, Deming Way resi- 
dents, apartment dwellers, 
co-owners, and non-owners.

breaks down into 948 who are 
age 65-75, 320 who are 76-80, 
and 382 age 81 and over. 

Currently the town offers 
property tax relief to 193 
seniors and widows/widow- 
ers. 

A senior homeowner in the 
first bracket would have a tax 
reduction of $1,730, the next 
bracket would see a reduction 
of $2191, and the final group 
with exemptions over $200,000 
would see a $2,306 reduction.

Moynihan wrote in his 
analysis that he believes 40 
percent of seniors would be 
eligible for the exemption, 
resulting in a loss to the town 
of $1,288,934 annually. 

Lepore accepted the analy- 
sis and agreed that it should 
go forward to Town Counsel, 
though he believes that state 
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legislators would not veto any 
new savings for senior citi- 
zens if the town passed such a 
measure. He also indicated 
that he would be willing to 
reduce the levels so that the 
cost to the town would be 
reduced. 

The matter will go to Town 
Counsel for review and then 
Selectmen may bring it for- 
ward in September as part of 
the budget process for FY12.

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Switching gears from medical tent to runner 


Peterson takes on 


bigger challenge 


Participating in Monday's Boston Marathon

For the past three years, 
‘Thomas Peterson got to see 
the elite finishers close up in 
person by working with the 
Boston Marathon medical 
staff at the finish lines. This 
year, Peterson, 45, will be 
switching gears from medical 
personnel to entrant as he 
will be running in the 114th 
Boston Marathon on Monday. 

Peterson, a Wilmington res- 
ident, worked with the Nova 
Biomedical Corporation at 
the finish lines during the 
past three Marathons. 

‘Nova has been supporting 
the medical support staff for 
the Boston Marathon for sev- 
éral years with their blood 
analyzer instruments. Nova 
instruments are used in 
screening the blood of 
marathon runners for a very 
serious and sometimes fatal 
condition called hyponatrem- 
ia, which is when a person’s 
blood level of ‘sodium is 
abnormally low. 

Peterson has been working 
with Nova Biomedical 
Corporation, which is located 
in Waltham, as a new product 
development engineer and 
manager since 2007. He said 
it has been a great experi- 
ence working with his compa- 
ny during the marathons. 

“I was developing new prod- 
ucts for Nova, and wanted to 
learn how these instruments 
performed in the ‘heat of bat- 
tle’, so I took the appropriate 
training, and joined the clini- 


cal team at Nova,” said 
Peterson. 

“The Medical tent the 
Boston Athletic Association 
has set up on Boylston Street 
at the finish line is amazing. 
Being involved in the orga- 
nized chaos has been addic- 
tive. At its busiest, there 
must be close to 500 or so 
patients (runners) being 
taken care of simultaneous- 
ly.” 

Peterson said he is looking 
forward to running instead of 
working at the annual road 
race this year. 

“For a runner, the Boston 
Marathon is the Indy 500, the 
Tour de France, and Super 
Bowl all wrapped up togeth- 
er,” said Peterson. “Almost 
30,000 motivated people run- 
ning through Boston; each 
with a story; each on their 
own, but all part of this mas- 
sive collective. This year I 
finally get the opportunity to 
run the Boston Marathon, 
and I hope to meet up with 
my Nova team at the finish 
line”, before cracking the 
line, “But not as a patient.” 

Peterson grew up in 
Barrington, Rhode Island and 
graduated from Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute in 1986. 
He participated in the cross 
country and wrestling in high 
school and college, but never 
excelled as a runner. He suf- 
fered knee injuries © all 
throughout high school and 
college and had knee surg- 
eries on both knees. He did 
not do any serious running

for the next 20 years until he 
came to Nova and was told by 
a fellow engineer that he was 
not running correctly, 

He also read two books on 
"barefoot" running  tech- 
niques, changed his running 
style, and has not had any 
problems with his knees since 
doing so. Peterson has been 
training for the Boston 
Marathon for the last three 
years. He ran in three half- 
marathons last year, includ- 
ing the Providence Marathon. 
He plans to run the 
Providence Marathon again 
as well as the Newport 
Marathon later this year too. 

In September, Peterson 
plans to run in the “Run The 
Beach Relay,” which is a 200 
mile relay race from 
Franconia Notch, NH to 
Hampton Beach, NH. Over 
425 teams are competing this 
year, with over four people in 
each team. 

Peterson said he hopes to 
finish this year’s Boston 
Marathon under 3:30. He will 
be running alongside fellow 
Nova employee Mare 
Broome, the same engineer 
who coincidentally told him 
he was not running correctly 
when they met at Nova. 

Along with the Nova 
Biomedical Corporation, 
Peterson will be cheered at 
the finish line by his wife, 
Tereasa, who has been sup- 
portive of his running ever 
since he started. 

“Last year I got severe 
stomach bleeding (ulcers) 
during a race and ended up 
hospitalized for several days, 
and she was there the whole 
time never once complaining 
about the sport or my stupid- 
ity,” said Peterson. 

After completing the Boston 
Marathon, Peterson plans on 
taking a couple days off from 
running before training again 
for the Providence Marathon, 
which is only 13 days later on 
May 2nd. He said he hopes he 
does not stop at any of the 
hills and just completes the 
26.2 mile road race. 

“J just don't want to have to 
stop on the hills,” said 
Peterson. “I do some of my 
best thinking while I run, so 
sometimes I just focus on a 
problem I'm trying to work 
through, and before you know 
it an hour has passed, and 
seven miles are behind you.”

Stephanie Ackerman will be 
running in her first-ever 
Boston Marathon this 
Monday for a special cause. 
Ackerman, 38, of Wilmington, 
will be running in the 26.2 
mile road race for one of her 
employee’s seven year-old 
daughter, who was diagnosed 
with liver cancer just last 
year. 

“Everyone has had some- 
one in their life touched with 
cancer and can relate to the 
emotional and financial 
struggles of patients and 
their families,” said 
Ackerman. “My co-worker's 
daughter has a devastating 
diagnosis and I see her per- 
sonal struggle every day and 
am inspired by her personal 
strength.” 

Ackerman has been work- 
ing at Numeric Inyestors in 
Boston for two and half years 
and met her co-worker and 
friend Kristina Eisnor there 
in August of 2009. Kristina 
has a daughter, Mary, who is 
seven years old and has can- 
cer. 

After finding out about 
Mary’s diagnosis, Ackerman 
joined the Cam Neely 
Foundation, a non-profit 
organization that provides 
comfort, support and hope to 
cancer patients and their 
families. She will be running 
for them in this year’s Boston 
Marathon, 

“The Cam Neely 
Foundation is a wonderful 
organization that helps 
patients and families during 
their cancer treatment,” said 
Ackerman. “I hope that the 
Cam Neely Foundation can 
increase its support so that 


they can continue to provide 
assistance to cancer patients 
and their families during 
treatment.” 

Ackerman is a Wilmington 
High School graduate from 
1989, where she ran in both 
winter and spring track. She 
received her bachelor's 
degree from Johnson State 
College in Vermont and 
played rugby there, She then 
received her MBA from 
University of Texas. 

Ackerman has been prepar- 
ing to running in the Boston 
Marathon for a long time. 
She ran the Disney Marathon 
in January 2009 and 2010 and 
has been running almost 
every day since this past 
August. 

Ackerman said finishing the 
Disney Marathons was over- 
whelmingly emotional for her 
and she expects she will feel 
that way again on Monday. 

“The sense of personal sat- 
isfaction that I was able to 
complete the marathon 
brought me to tears,” said 
Ackerman, “At the beginning 
of my last marathon, there 
was just excitement and joy. I 
think finishing Boston will 
feel the same as my first 
because it is my home. I will 
be overwhelmed emotionally 
I'm sure. If I finish injury 
free, I will probably be still 
for a day or two after the 
race.” 

Ackerman added that she 
hopes to get through 
Heartbreak Hill, which is one 
of the most difficult parts of 
the course. 

“Heartbreak Hill is a men- 
tal hurdle,” said Ackerman. 
“It is partly challenging 
because of the location of the 
hill at a high mileage point 


and partly because complet- 
ing the course is purely hav- 
ing the confidence that you 
can do it. I am just looking 
forward to completing the 
race.” 

Since this going to be her 
second marathon this year, 
Ackerman said she will most 
likely not run another one 
until next year. She may run 
Boston again next year 
depending on a few factors, 
including the course, the 
crowd, the excitement and 
how much of a toll the hills 
take on her body. She said 
she will definitely run the 
Disney Marathon again next 
year because she loves the 
atmosphere of the race. 

Since it is the first time she 
will ever be running the 
Boston Marathon route, 
Ackerman said she does not 
have a goal time but it look- 
ing forward to just trying to 
finish the race. Supporting 
her at the race will be her 
husband Chris, and her three 
children- Kelly, 16, Matthew, 
8, and Nick, 4. 

“I am looking forward to 
running Boston because my 
family and friends will be 
able to enjoy the experience 
with me,” said Ackerman. “I 
also am looking forward to 
enjoying the excitement of 
the crowd and the feeling of 
accomplishment.” 

Ackerman added that she is 
very fortunate and hopes that 
many people take part in the 
fight against cancer in the 
future. 

“I am lucky enough to have 
three healthy children and 
those of us who do have 
healthy kids should do all we 
can to help those who don't,” 
she said.

The kids are the ones 
who are losing this battle

In an issue of last week's 
Lowell Sun, there was a ter- 
rific opinion piece written 
by Raymond C. McArdle, a 
resident of Chelmsford. He 
wrote about the gross deci- 
sion made several years ago 
by the Lowell High School 
Headmaster William 
Samaras, and then Athletic 
Director Brian Martin, 
which forced Scott Boyle to 
resign from one of his two 
coaching positions. Boyle 
had been coaching both foot- 
ball and basketball for 
Lowell High School. 
Samaras and Martin felt 
that Boyle couldn't handle 
two high-profile teams, 
despite having tremendous 
success (68-37-2 in football). 

McArdle opined that there 
was no justice in that deci- 
sion, and that the school 
administrators failed to 
explain why it was neces- 
sary to force Boyle out of 
one of those coaching spots, 
aside from asserting that he 
couldn't handle both posi- 
tions, when indeed he 
proved year-in-and-year-out 
that he could be successful 
in both. Being left no alter- 
native, Boyle made his 
choice and gave up football. 

Boyle was a terrific high 
school football coach, and 
certainly did a respectable 
job with the basketball team 
as well. He took that Lowell 
football program and did 
more than wonders with it. 
He did it with class, dignity 
and he did things the right 
way. He knew his X's and 
O's, knew how to get the 
best out of his student-ath- 
letes, knew how to win, and 
more importantly was a 
beloved father-figure to so 
many of those high school 
kids. 


The Lowell administrators 
never gave any legitimate 
reasons for dismissing 
someone who didn't do any- 
thing wrong. There were no 
disciplinary problems - just 
two administrators who, in 
the opinion of this writer, 
were doing what was best 
for themselves and not what 
was best for the children of 
Lowell. 

Since that awful decision, 
the Lowell Football program 
chose not to renew the con- 
tract of Al Pare - the man 
who those administrators 
chose to replace Boyle. The 
program is now seeking 
another football coach. 
McArdle and many others 
feel that Boyle deserves the 
nod. 

We have a similar story 
here in Wilmington. 

It's been just over a year 
since school administrators 
grossly told Chip Bruce that 
his services would no longer 
be needed as an assistant 
coach for soccer and hockey 
at Wilmington High School. 

After 22 years he was 
shown the door, and for 
what reason? 

He was never given one. 

He was told it wasn't for 
disciplinary reasons, and no 


other explanation was pro- 
vided. Yet still to this day, 
no one can tell him - or will 
have the guts to tell him - 
why he was let go. Once 
again, it appears to be a 
case of school administra- 
tors acting in their own self- 
interest, for whatever rea- 
son, and not what's best for 
the children of this town, 
who need Chip back in their 
lives as an athletic coach. 

This case was evident dur- 
ing last Wednesday's varsity 
hockey banquet held at the 
Villanova Hall. The team's 
two captains, Zach Rosa and 
Danny Cushing, read a 
statement to the crowd and 
presented Bruce with a var- 
sity shirt signed by all of the 
members of the team. 
Here's what was said to 
Bruce: 

“We had a great season 
this year! We won the league 
(championship) and made 
Wilmington High School his- 
tory (by going undefeated 
during the regular season). 
Everyone stepped it up this 
season; coaches, players 
and even fans, But with all 
that greatness there was 
still a piece of our puzzle 
that was missing ... Chip 
Bruce. Chip coached 
Wilmington hockey for over 
20 years. His departure from 
our team felt like we got 
kicked in the stomach. 

“You know Chip, though. 
He still came to our games, 
in uniform or not, home 
games or away. I guess you 
could say he's a guy that has 
been watching over us since 
middle school and I'm sure 
for many years to come. 
He’s a guy with so much 
love for the game. I can't 
imagine how he felt to watch 
us on the wrong side of the 
glass. 

“So as captains; and com- 
ing from our whole team, we 
would like to present him 
with a Wilmington game jer- 
sey signed by our team as a 
token of our appreciation for 
the heart and soul he gave 
our program for so many 
years,” 

After accepting that shirt, 
the entire crowd - parents, 
spectators and the members 
of the program - all stood up 
and gave Chip Bruce a 
standing ovation. Well...all 
but one parent did. There's 
always one in the crowd that 


,doesn't get it. Just like 


there's always one .or two 
school administrators who 
don't get it. They don't get 
what this town is about, and 
what it means to have Chip 
Bruce ih your corner. Just 
like what it's like to have 
people like Sue Hendee, Tom 
Woods and Mark Staffier in 
your corner. All great peo- 
ple, all great coaches, who 
have had success on the ath- 
letic fields, who have dedi- 
cated their lives to doing 
what's best for the kids here 
in town and who have done 
things the right way. 

Last Wednesday night, 20 
Wilmington High School 
players said they were 
kicked in the stomach when 


Chip Bruce was ripped from 
their lives. Nearly everyone 
in that crowd that night 
commiserated with those 
student-athletes. Is that the 
example school administra- 
tors want to set for stu- 
dents? We all certainly hope 
not. 

This is clearly a case of a 
personal attack on Bruce. 
It's been a year now and it's 
time to step up, and do the 
right thing by allowing - no 
inviting - Bruce to return as 
a two-sport coach in the ath- 
letic department, a the job 
he's done so well for over 
two decades. Don't ask the 
one person who knows as lit- 
tle about the situation as 
Tiger Woods knows about 
being in a committed rela- 
tionship. Ask people who 
know what Bruce means to 
them, and how he's saved 
their lives and helped them 
grow so much as people, 
never mind being an out- 
standing assistant coach. 
Ask the 20 kids who felt like 
they’d been kicked in the 
stomach - ask the people 
who matter - how unfair this 
entire process has been over 
the past year. 

Scott Boyle was let go in 
2006 and still today his story 
continues to grab the head- 
lines and front page of the 
Lowell Sun, because every- 
one knows he was robbed for 
no reason at all, just like 
Chip Bruce has here in 
Wilmington. Scott Boyle 
may not have been the leg- 
end, so to speak, in Lowell 
as Chip Bruce is here in 
Wilmington, but they both 
get it. And so do the hun- 
dreds and thousands of chil- 
dren who played for both of 
these fine outstanding gen- 
tlemen get it. 

There’s a reason why four 
years later people are still 
talking about the wrongful 
dismissal of Scott Boyle. 
Just like there’s a reason 
you go to the supermarket 
here in town, or you head to 
a restaurant out of town and 
you run into people who 
laugh at the Wilmington 
School Administration for 
the total injustice perpetrat- 
ed against, not only Chip 
Bruce, but the children in 
this town who love him so 
dearly. 

We all know his dismissal 
is a complete farce. The guy 
is a Hall of Famer, a legend 
in this town not only for his 
coaching duties, but also for 
his outstanding work as a 
police officer and a resource 
officer in the middle school. 
I never thought the town of 
Wilmington would ever kick 
a legend to the curb. Now we 
all know that power super- 
sedes human faith. 

Do what's right school 
administrators, and give 
Bruce his jobs back, and not 
just because he is a friend, 
or because he is a legend in 
this town. Make this appro- 
priate decision because it's 
the right thing to do. Don't 
continue to punish the chil- 
dren for some perceived per- 
sonal affront.

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Shunamon, the most dominating 
TMHS Athlete in a long time

He was a Man amongst 
Boys when he played, and 
simply put the most dominat- 
ing athlete Tewksbury 
Memorial High School has 
had in a very long time. He 
still ranks as arguably the 
best wrestler to ever put on a 
singlet, and he could have 
easily played Division 1 or 1A 
collegiate football had he 
chose that route. His accom- 
plishments are off the charts, 
even so he went on to become 
an All-American wrestler at 
Endinboro College —in 
Pennsylvania. 

When Dave Shunamon was 
a sophomore, he won his first 
of three straight sectional 
championships in wrestling 
and at that time his head 
coach Al Donovan went up to 
the Center of Town and put a 
congratulatory note about his 
feat on the message board. 
And this past Friday night, 
Shunamon reached 
Tewksbury greatness being 
among those inducted into 
the 2010 TMHS Hall of Fame 
Class held at the 
Longmeadow Country Club. 

"There is so much I can say 
about him,” said Brian 
Aylward, who was one of his 
coaches in both football and 
wrestling. “He was one of the 
most dominant athletes ever 
to play at Tewkbury High. 
Actually, that is not right. He 
was probably THE MOST 
dominating athlete ever in 
football and wrestling. 

"He was one of he best 
wrestlers in the history of the 
state. He was a Division 1 
All-American at Edinboro 
University and there are less 
than five kids in the history 
of the state who have gone on 
to do that. He's not’ known 
just state wide, but nation 
wide for his accomplish- 
ments." 

In wrestling, Shunamon was 
a four-time sectional champi- 
on, three-time state champi- 
on, two-time All-State 
Champion and two-Time All 


New England Champion, 
while going undefeated dur- 
ing both his junior and senior 
seasons. During his junior 
year he defeated Kris Wrench 
of King Philip to win the all- 
state title, and then went on 
to capture the New England 
Championship with a 9-3 win 
over Derrick Tienken of 
Mount Anthony, Vermont, the 
home of the most prestigious 
high school wrestling pro- 
gram in all of New England 
and perhaps among the best 
in the entire country. That 
win ended the first of two 
straight undefeated seasons - 
a remarkable achievement to 
say the least 

"Not only was he gifted in 
that he was strong and fast, 
but you also could not out 
work him,” said Aylward. 
“He worked hard in practice. 
Even as a returning state 
champ and New England 
champ, he was still the hard- 
est working kid in the gym." 

After taking those titles as a 
junior, added pressure and 
all, Shunamon repeated win- 
ning every post-season 
match, from the sectional to 
the state, all-state and New 
England title, including 
defeating Jared Mills of 
Keene, New Hampshire, 7-1 
for his second NE Title. 

Certainly the history of the 
wrestling program at 
Tewksbury High is pretty 
impressive with countless 
number of outstanding stu- 
dent-athletes, who brought 
home sectional, state, all- 
state and New England titles. 
The list of tremendous 
wrestlers go on and on, with 
guys like Scott Devivo and 
Dave Carciofi among two of 
them - certainly Shunamon is 
right up there as either the 
best all-time or certainly in 
the top two or three. 

“Brian (Aylward) asked me 
during my freshman year in 
football what I was doing for 
sports in the winter,” said 
Shunamon. “He said he 
thought I was a football, 
wrestling and track kind of 
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athlete, so when he asked if I 
was interested in joining 
wrestling I'said sure. I just 
love the way wrestling gave 
me the discipline I needed. It 
gave me the direction I need- 
ed to go in life, and that’s the 
most rewarding part of it all.” 

Shunamon’s wrestling life, 
and really his athletic life 
didn’t start until he reached 
TMHS. 

“I didn’t play a sport until I 
got to high school,” said 
Shunamon. “Iwas either 
going to go to Shawsheen 
Tech, or to the high school. I 
ended up going to the high 
school and (played football as 
a freshman). I had Brian 
there as a coach and he guid- 
ed me along the way. Football 
is nothing without your 
coaches and teammates, and 
all of them were all of the 
reasons why the team strived 
with success.” 

Aylward — who was an assis- 
tant coach on the staff when 
Shunamon reached high 
school before taking over the 
head varsity position during 
Shunamon’s senior season — 
said right away it was obvi- 
ous just how much talent the 
kid had despite never playing 
an athletic game before. 

"He was so special that he 
never played any sports until 
his freshman year of high 
school,” said Aylward. “And 
then in his freshman year he 
scored 25 or: 26 touchdowns 
and just continued from 
there. He was an outstanding 
football player and he could 
have gone on to play Division 
1 or 1A football if he chose." 

Shunamon became a starter 
as a sophomore and would 
then was a key member of 
both the 1995 and 1996 teams 
that reached the Division 2 
Super Bowl. The 1995 team 
lost to Walpole, only to see 
the two teams match up 
again the following year in an 
epic battle played on a very 
cold night at Boston 
University’s Nickerson Field. 

“That game was just unbe- 
lievable,” said Shunamon. “I

remember Walpole marched 
right down the field and they 
scored (making it 20-19) with 
just seven seconds left in the 
game. So they had to decide 
to either kick the extra point 
for the tie or try to the two- 
point conversion for the win.” 

They chose the latter, and it 
was Shunamon who came up 
with the winning tackle, stop- 
ping the Walpole running 
back right before he reached 
the goal line, giving 
Tewksbury the dramatic 20-19 
Division 2 Super Bowl 
Championship title. 

“I just met the kid at the 
goal line and from there it 
was just such excitement and 
we all just celebrated,” he 
said. “It was an unbelievable 
game and feeling when we 
won it.” 

In terms of talent those 
Super Bowl teams were 
absolutely loaded. With guys 
like Mike Torode, Ben 
Christopher, Tim Lavoie, 
Matt Petros, Jon Bombach, 
Ralph Perrotti and Alex 
Adorno, just to name a few, 
not to mention having anoth- 
er Hall of Famer named Bob 
Aylward calling the shots, 
Shunamon said those days 
will always be remembered in 
his mind 

“Iremember after our 
freshman year the varsity 


team didn’t have a great 
record,” he said. “So with 
guys like Ben Christopher 
and Mike Torode, those guys 
had no doubt in their minds 
thal they were geing to come 
back strong. They all stepped 
it up, and just all of those 
guys, Lavoie, (Mike) Howell, 
Perrotti just all raised the 
bar and those two seasons 
were just unbelievable.” 
Shunamon, most notably his 
junior ir when the team 
won the Super Bow! title, was 
among the best 1-2 running 
back punch with Tim Lavoie. 
Then during his senior sea- 
son, Shunamon scored 25 
touchdowns including scoring 
three during the first half of 
the Thanksgiving Game 
against Wilmington, a game 
in which the Redmen totally 
dominated on both sides of 
the ball, including Shunamon 
having a handful of quarter- 
back sacks and_ holding 
Wilmington to just nine total 
offensive yards in the first 
half 

“I have to thank all of my 
linemen and I have to give 
them all props for all of the 
hard work they did on the 
football field,” he said. “Guys 
like Perrotti, Justin Mercer, 
Jon Bombach, Mike Honnan, 
Pat Harrington and Mark 
Bradley, all of those ene I

In addition to excelling in 
football and ling, 
Shunamon was also a part of 
the outdoor track-and-field 
team. He broke the freshman 
school record with a throw of 
39-1 in the shot put in 1995, 
and then a year later he was 
part of the discus team that 
broke a school record at the 
Coaches Relay Meet 
throwing a combined 362-5 
feet. 

After he graduated {rom 
TMHS in 1998, the athletic 
excellence continued for 
Shunamon. He went to 
Endinboro University and 
finished with a record of Ll 
44 during his four years of 
wrestling, ranking him lt) 
all-time in the program's his 
tory. He went on to place 
sixth at the Division 
National Championships in 
2003 where he was named an 
All-American finishing with 
an overall record of 40-5 
which ranks seventh in the

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Wilmington Youth Lacrosse League 
continues to soar in numbers

Lacrosse is a sport that 
requires speed, creativity, 
and pure athletic talent. You 
also need a team to play for. 
Wilmington lacked a lacrosse 
program for many years, and 
local kids found themselves 
wearing uniforms for other 

towns. 

That all changed when sev- 
eral residents decided to take 
action, League president 
Mark Leighton, treasurer 
Kevin Blanch, — secretary 
Mark Kennedy, and vice- 
president Mike Fay formed 
the Wilmington Youth 
Lacrosse Association, a 
league that is entering its 
sixth year of existence. In 
those six years, the WYLA 
has become a huge success 
and that continues today. 

The league now has grown 
to include 165 kids (125 boys 
and 40 girls) and six different 
teams. There are three boys’ 
teams competing in the 
Massachusetts Bay Youth 
Lacrosse League, and there 
are two girls’ teams playing 
in the Massachusetts Bay 
Girls Lacrosse League. The 
U9 program is a developmen- 
tal program. 

The registration fee for 
players who are in the third- 
grade to eighth-grade divi- 
sion currently stands at $125, 
the same amount that the 
league charged since its cre- 
ation in 2004, The fee includes 
the US Lacrosse Registration 
Fee and the US Lacrosse 
Monthly magazine. The regis- 
tration fees for younger kids 
(Kindergarden to second- 
grade) is $55. That fee also 


hasn't changed since 2004 and 
all of that says a lot consider- 
ing today’s economic prob- 
lems. 

The league has also expand- 
ed the presence of lacrosse at 
the high school. League sec- 
retary and U13 coach Mike 
Kennedy said that the 
W.Y.L.A. played a part in the 
creation of lacrosse pro- 
grams at Wilmington High 
School. 


“Mike Fay, who is now the 
(Wilmington boy’s varsity) 
coach, led that effort,” 
Kennedy said. “He realized 
that a lot of kids, once they 
left the youth program, had 
no place to go.” 

The program goes from 
kindergarden to eighth-grade. 
When a player reaches the 
high-school age, they can no 
longer play for the W.Y.L.A. 
Fortunately, the league 
worked on creating a new 
program for those older play- 
ers at the high school. 

“We ended up making phone 
calls to surrounding towns,” 
Kennedy said. “The youth 
lacrosse program funded it, 
and he basically found games 
to play. The youth lacrosse 
program actually funded four 
years of high school pro- 
grams.” 

The league is divided up 
into six teams. On the boys’ 
side, there is a Ul team, U13 
team, and U15 team. All of 
those teams play their home 
games at the Woburn Street 
School. For the girls, there is 
a Uli team and a U15 team. 
They play at the Shawsheen 
Valley Technical High School. 
The U9 team, made up of 
children ‘in the first, second, 


and kindergarden grades, 
isn’t recoginized by the 
MYBLL. The team plays on a 
smaller field and there is a 
greater focus on learning fun- 
damentals. 

Even though the U9 team is 
considered a developmental 
program, the entire league 
ean also be regarded as a 
teaching environment. The 
league does not keep track of 
wins and losses, a key aspect 
of the MYBLL league philos- 
ophy. Leighton and Kennedy 
both agree that they are more 
interested in helping future 
generations of lacrosse play- 
ers. 

“It’s just teaching the kids 
the ‘fundamentals of 
lacrosse,” Leighton _ said. 
“That’s what we're here for. 
It’s just for the love of the 
sport.” 

“I think, at the end of it, 
when the kids walk off this 
field at the end of the season, 
they walk off with a smile on 
their face, they learn the 
sport, and they're ready to 
sign up for next season,” 
Kennedy said. “We stress to 
coaches that they’re to teach 
the kids the game, not to play 
with winning (the expecta- 
tion). 

“Every single kid plays. It’s 
a total learning environment. 
At the end of the season, the 
kids and parents walk off 
with a smile on their face, so 
that they can’t wait to sign up 
for next year.” 

Each team practices two 
times per week with games 
held on Sunday. The U9 team 
practices one nigit every 
week with an intramural 
scrimmage on the second

Symptoms range from atopic 
dermatitis (hives, eczema, 
etc.) and digestional discom- 
fort to anaphylaxis, a poten- 
tially fatal constriction of the 
airways and swelling of the 
throat. Though these symp- 
toms are similar to those of 
other food allergies, peanut 
allergy symptoms tend to be 
rather severe and account for 
the majority of fatal or near 
fatal anaphylactic reactions 
in the U.S., according to statis- 
tics at www.peanutallergy.com.

allergies. For most diagnosed 
with this condition, a peanut 
allergy is a lifelong problem; 
however, approximately 20% 
of infants with peanut aller- 
gies outgrow the allergy. 


Symptoms 


According to information 
available from the National 
Institute of Health and the 
Food Allergy & Anaphylaxis 
Network, peanut allergy 
symptoms resemble those of 
other food allergies but are 
notable for their severity. 
Histamine reactions and 
digestive problems are char- 
acteristic of all food allergies, 
but for some reason peanut 
allergy often triggers a more 
serious reaction. In truth, 
peanut allergy is the most 
common cause of food aller- 
gy-related death, but the risk 
of a fatal peanut allergy 
attack is extremely low: about 
150 people die annually from 
all food allergies in the U.S. 
Even so, awareness is impor- 
tant, especially if you think 
that your child might have a 
peanut allergy. 

Peanut allergy symptoms 
vary from person to person. 
Most people develop symp- 
toms immediately after com- 
ing into contact with peanuts. 
The degree of allergic reac- 
tion also varies from person 
to person. Some people are so 
sensitive that mere inhalation 
of a few peanut fragments 
may trigger a severe reaction.

“THE RUNAWAYS” stars Dakota Fanning and Kristen 
Stewart in a movie about a girl’s rock band, The Runaways, 
and its struggle for success. The film captures all the 
sex, drugs and rock and roll of the 70’s glam-rock 
scene, and tells the girls from rags to riches story. 


“THE RUNAWAYS” roll history.

There once was an adage 
in rock and roll that ‘Girls 
don’t play guitars.’ Not so, 
as the group The Runaways 
so aptly proved. 

“The Runaways” tells the 
story of that band, which 
launched the careers of 
rockers Joan Jett and Lita 
Ford, and thrust lead singer 
Cherie Currie into the world 
of rock and roll success and 
excess - all at the tender age 
of 15. 

Kristen Stewart (of 
‘Twilight’ fame) stars as 
Jett, who is told early ori in 
writer-director Floria 
Sigismondi’s film that girls 
can’t rock like the big boys 
do. Thankfully she didn’t 
listen, and goes on to lay 
lead guitar for the first all 
girl glamrock band, with 
Curie (Dakota Fanning) 
belting out the tunes, 

The girls, all in their 
teens are told by their 
future manager that they 
are going to be bigger than 
the Beatles, but that ther 
career “isn’t about women’s 
lib ~ this is women’s libido.” 

The film at times all-too- 
easily follows the familiar 

rags-to-riches picture that 
so many bio-pics paint, and 
heaps more glory on the 
Runaways (which in reality 
had a very short-lived run in 
the spotlight as a group) 
than they actually deserve 
in the annals of rock and

fact that it was seemingly 
on almost every Saturday in 
the early days of HBO, 
sometimes multiple times a 
day. 

But why did it have to be 
remade? Aren’t there any 
original ideas floating 
around Hollywood any- 
more? 

In the new ‘Clash of the 
Titans’, the ultimate strug- 
gle for power pits men 
against kings and kings 
against gods. But the war 
between the gods them- 
selves could destroy the 
world. Born of a god but 
raised as a man, Perseus 
(Sam Worthington) is help- 
less to save his family from

Hades (Ralph Fiennes), 
vengeful god of the under- 
world. With nothing left to 
lose, Perseus volunteers to 
lead a dangerous mission to 
defeat Hades before he can 
seize power from Zeus 
(Liam Neeson) and unleash 
hell on earth. Leading a 
daring band of warriors, 
Perseus sets off on a per- 
ilous journey deep into for- 
bidden worlds. Battling 
unholy demons and fear- 
some beasts, he will only 
survive if he can accept his 
power as a god, defy his fate 
and create his own destiny. 

Director Louis Leterrier 
delivers the goods in the 
form of thrills in most of the 
action and effects 
sequences, but things can 
get confusing, there’s so 
much going on. A giant 
scorpion attack is so poorly 
edited that the battle rages 
for nearly two minutes 
before the audience is clued 
into the fact that there are 
two giant scorpions. 

Worthington is grim and 
stone-like as Perseus, 
almost as if stared into 
Medusa’s eyes on the first 
day of filming and was ren- 
dered into a statue. What 
Neeson was thinking when 
he signed on as Zeus is 
beyond me. There are some 
decent fight scenes here, but 
not much else. 

The real battle here is 
the one between your eyes 
and the Gods of Bore, and 
it’s one you are likley to 
lose. 


“REPO MEN” 
GRADE: ** 


What sounds like an 
interesting premise for a 
movie, given last weekend's 
health care vote, gets lost 
amid the blood and gore in 
‘Repo Men’. 

In this futuristic action- 
thriller, humans have 
extended and improved 
their lives through highly 
sophisticated and expensive 
mechanical organs created 
by a company called The 
Union, The dark side of 
these medical _ break- 
throughs is that if you don't 
pay your bill, The Union 
sends its highly skilled repo 
men to take back its proper- 
ty - with no concern for your 
comfort or survival.

Unexpectedly, when he 
awakens post-surgery he 
realizes that not only is his 
heart not his, but its no 
longer in his job either. 

When he can't make the 
payments, The Union sends 
its toughest —_ enforcer, 
Remy's former partner 
Jake (Forest Whitaker), to 
track him down. 

When the hunter 
becomes the hunted, Remy 
joins Beth (Alice Braga), 
another debtor who teaches 
him how to vanish from the 
system. And as he and Jake 
begin a game of chase, one 
man will become a hero for 
thousands on the run. 

The setting for the movie 
is interesting - a dark future 
straight out of ‘Blade 
Runner’, where the world- 
wide conglomerate The 
Union profits off people with 
fatal illnesses, 

They'll set you up on a 
payment plan, but the only 
way they make money is 
when you fall behind on 
your payments, and the sky- 
high interest rates kick in. 

Think the credit card 
business model rolled into 
health care, and its a scary 
vision of the future of the 
medical business in the 
world. 

In an era of health care 
debate and new credit card 
regulations it’s a timely 
premise, but Miguel 
Sapochnik, in his first fea- 
ture film, quickly loses his 
hold on the basic premise of 
the film, and instead opts to 
fill time with an overabun- 
dance of blood and gore, as 
well as themes and scenes 
borrowed from movies like 
‘Logan’s Run’ and ‘Blade

Signs and symptoms of 
peanut allergy can include: 

Rashes such as hives, red-

It is important for par- 
ents to be aware of the differ- 
ence, which is often a matter 
of severity, between a peanut 
allergy reaction and reac- 
tions to other food allergies. 

Food allergies are very 
prevalent, affecting between 
48% of children, but most are 
not as dangerous as a peanut 
allergy, which affects approx- 
imately 1% of children. A 
peanut allergy is more com- 
mon in people who have other 
atopic conditions, _like 
eczema, asthma or hay fever, 
or who have immediate fami- 
ly with these conditions.
